Shreveport Chamber of Commerce was 
supporting the movement, together 
with Congressman Wade Kitchens and 
Senator Hattie W. Caraway of Ar- 
kansas. 


Getting the road designated as a 


federal highway would put it in line to 
receive federal funds and. possible 
pavement. 


The Arkansas Highway Commission, 


in adopting the resolution, petitioned 
the American Association of State 
Highway officials to include the route 
as a federal highway. 


Action of the state highway commis- 


sion followed a meeting at Little 
Rock several days ago in which cit- 
izens of Hope, Lewisville, Nashville 
•and"6ths;rlo'vv:ns alon£4he'route;asked- 
the commission to work for designa- 
tion of the road as an extension 'of 
U. S. Highway 171.

WHEREAS, 
The Arkansas State 


Highway Commission has been pe- 
titioned to have included in the sys- 
tem of U. S. numbered highways the " 
following described routing, to-wit:
